Whereas, the Government has referred the same to the Karnataka State Higher Education Council to inspect the Institution 
about its infrastructure etc ., and submit its report to Government. 

Whereas, the Karnataka State Higher Education Council has submitted its report. Based on the report of the Committee, 
Government has prepared draft SRI SATHYA SAI UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN EXCELLENCE Bill and placed it before the Karnataka 
Legislature for its approval. After obtaining the approval of the Legislature and assent of Hon ble Governor of Karnataka , SRI SATHYA 
SAI UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN EXCELLENCE ACT, 2018 was published in the Official Gazette dated : 21 - 04 - 2018 and it was given 
effect from 8th March 2019 as published in the Official Gazette. 

Whereas , as per Section 3 of SRI SATHYA SAI UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN EXCELLENCE ACT, 2018 , the PRASHANTHI 
BALAMANDIRA TRUST( R ), CHIKKABALLAPURA , has submitted the proposal to Government for establishment of the SRI SATHYA 
SAI UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN EXCELLENCE . Accordingly , Government of Karnataka has constituted a Committee vide its order No . 
ED 253 URC 2018 , dated : 11 -07 - 2018 to inspect the physical infrastructure available with PRASHANTHI BALAMANDIRA TRUST ( R ), 
CHIKKABALLAPURA, and to submit its report in terms of Section 3 ( 3 ) of the said Act. 

Whereas , the Committee constituted for the purpose , visited the PRASHANTHI BALAMANDIRA TRUST (R ), NAVANIHALA 
VILLAGE , KAMALAPURA, KALABURAGI and also the land earmarked to establish its University campus at NAVANIHALA VILLAGE, 
KAMALAPURA, KALABURAGI, on 11- 01 - 2019 and after due inspection submitted its report to Government on the issues as contained 
in Clauses (i) to ( xiii) of Section 3( 3) the SRI SATHYA SAI UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN EXCELLENCE ACT, 2018 . 

Whereas, the PRASHANTHI BALAMANDIRA TRUST (R ), CHIKKABALLAPURA , has created Statutory Fund of Rs. 15 . 00 
crores ( Rupees Fifteen Crores only) as stipulated under Section 4 read with proviso to Section 48 of the SRI SATHYA SAI 
UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN EXCELLENCE ACT, 2018 . 


Now , therefore , after considering all the facts , Government of Karnataka has accorded approval with the following terms and

1. The PRASHANTHI BALAMANDIRA TRUST (R ), CHIKKABALLAPURA, shall have the right to establish the University of Unitary

Since the University is being located at NAVANIHALA VILLAGE , KAMALAPURA, KALABURAGI, The University shall establish a 
permanent Statutory Endowment Fund of Rs. 15 . 00 Crores, out ofwhich Rs. 10 .00 Crores shall be deposited in cash which shallbe 
operated by the University with the joint signature of the Additional Chief Secretary /Principal Secretary to Government and 

remaining amount of Rs.5 . 00 Crores shall be in the form of Bank Guarantee . 
3 . The nature and functions of the University shall be strictly as per the provisions of SRI SATHYA SAI UNIVERSITY FOR HUMAN 

EXCELLENCE ACT, 2018 . It shall also comply the rules that will be made under the Act in due course . The University shall also 

comply all the prevailing relevant laws, which concern the governance of the University in any aspect. 
4 . Agenda matters shall be dealt as per section 2 (b ) of the Act. 
5 . “ Statutes" and " Regulations” of the University under the Act shall be made within a period of 3 months from the date of this 

Notification . 
The University is permitted to start the following courses in the campus, only after ensuring that necessary faculty is recruited and 
requisite infrastructure such as lab etc. is provided as per UGC Guidelines:

16 . The periodical statutory reports shall be submitted to Government as per provisions of the Act. 
17 . The University shall prepare annual accounts as per section 54 of the Act and also the audit of the University shall be taken up as 

per sub section 2 of 54 of the Act.

NO: FEE 12 FWL 2019 , BENGALURU , DATED : 07-06 -2019 
Whereas the Government of Karnataka in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 18 of the Wildlife (Protection ) Act , 
1972 , has declared as Sharavathi Valley Wildlife Sanctuary vide Notification No. AFD 22 FWL 1974 , dated : 27 . 06 . 1974 and the 
same has been confirmed as per the provision conferred under Section 26 (A ) of Wildlife (Protection ) Act, 1972 as per the Notification 
No. AFD 22 FWL 1974 dated : 28 .06 . 1978 . Now , the Government of Karnataka considers it necessary to declare the area, situation and 
limits which are specified in the Schedule- il and boundaries of which are described in Annexure -l below , to be a sanctuary called as 
" Sharavathi Valley LTM (Lion - Tailed Macaque ) Sanctuary ” as it is of adequate ecological, faunal, floral, geomorphological, natural 
and zoological significance for the purpose of protecting , propagating and developing Wildlife and its environment. 

And whereas the Government of Karnataka considers it necessary to alter the limits and boundaries of the said Wildlife 
Sanctuary in view of the following aspects : 
1. During the 11th meeting of the State Board for Wildlife held on 09.01. 2019 under the Chairmanship of Hon ble Chief Minister, 
Government of Karnataka, it has been unanimously resolved to approve the expansion proposal of Sharavathi Valley Wildlife Sanctuary 
comprising of existing Sharavathi Valley Wildlife Sanctuary , Aghanashini LTM Conservation Reserve and adjoining reserve forests of 
Honnavara & Sagara divisions and declare as “ Sharavathi Valley LTM (Lion - Tailed Macaque) Sanctuary " . 
2. Since additional reserve forests has also better wildlife habitat and it is corridor for wildlife movements and the areas have adequate 
ecological, fauna , floral, geomorphological, natural and zoological significance for the purpose of protecting, propagating and 
developing Wildlife and its environment therein and to protect the important habitats like fresh water Myristica swamps with species like 
Myristica fatua, Gymnacranthera canarica, Semecarpus kathlekanensis, Dipterocarpus indicus , Macaca silenus (Lion - tailed macaque), 
Buceros bicornis (Great Indian Hornbill) and other Endangered Flora and Fauna. 
3 . The landscape is covered by Climax Tropical Evergreen Forests interspersed with Savanna Grasslands. These forests are extremely 
rich in arboreal fauna and avifauna, due to their canopy contiguity and availability of a variety of seasonal fruit -bearing trees. The most 
conspicuous of the arborealmammal present in this landscape is Lion - Tailed Macaque , LTM (Macaca silenus ). Lion - Tailed Macaques 
are confined to the evergreen forests of the Western Ghats. The northernmost population of Lion -tailed Macaque is known from the 
forests of Sirsi and Honnavara divisions in Uttara Kannada district of Karnataka . 
4 . The reserved forests shown in Annexure - l are the areas where the natural environment can easily be affected or harmed by the 
biotic pressure and therefore needs special protection . Because of the unique features these forests deserve to be defined as 
"Ecologically Sensitive Area ". The list of flora and fauna of the area suggests that the forests are ecologically Rich , Valuable , Unique 
and irreplaceable if destroyed . 
5 . Further, by virtue of biological richness , they are potentially of high value to human societies , help in maintaining the ecological 
stability and significant in conserving biological diversity . 
6 . These forests provide better habitat for the wild animals including Tiger, Elephant, Leopard , Indian Gaur, Sloth Bear, Wild Boar, 
Porcupine, Jackal, Indian Fox, Black -naped Hare , Dhole , Barking Deer etc ., have been given highest protection under schedule - 1 of the 
Wildlife (Protection ) Act, 1972 and these species are facing increasing threats from various corners hence, extending the Sanctuary is 
essential. 
7 . These Reserved Forest areas have rich natural forest covers which are an integral part of the central Western Ghats which is a part 
of Global Biodiversity Hotspot. 
8 . Due to biotic & climatic interventions, there is a threat of degradation of rich natural forest and wildlife. Hence, there is a need to 
conserve this precious & irreplaceable unique landscape. 

The “ Sharavathi Valley LTM (Lion - Tailed Macaque ) Sanctuary ” shall not include any of the revenue villages , patta lands, 
revenue lands, gomal lands and such other areas which do not form any part of the mentioned State Forests and Reserve Forests in 
Schedule II of Annexure II. However, the provisions of the Sharavathi Valley Wildlife Sanctuary notified vide Notification Nos . AFD 22 
FWL 1974 , dated : 27 .06 . 1974 and No. AFD 22 FWL 1974 dated : 28 .06 . 1978 shall continue. The encroached area ordered for 
regularization under Government Order No. FEE 05 FGL 90 dated : 05 . 05 . 1997 falling within the limits is excluded from the “ Sharavathi 
Valley LTM (Lion -Tailed Macaque) Sanctuary”. The various rights of way and rights of water as notified in C statements of the 
respective Reserve Forests shall continue.

ANNEXURE - 1 


Boundary description : 


North : 


The boundary starts from the trijunction point of Sirsi- Kumta - Siddapur taluks which is the north western 
corner of sanctuary . Then it follows Bugudi stream to the north until it reaches Bennehole and then it moves 
along the southern boundary of compartment no 13 of XLVI forest block till it reaches southern most point of 
compartment no 5 of LVII forest block and then moves along the north western direction along the western 
boundary of compartment no 5 of LVII forest block till it reaches bennehole . Then the boundary moves 
towards eastern and southern direction and runs all along the northern boundary of compartment no 13 of 
forest block XLVI and compartment nos 7 and 8 of LXX forest block to reach eastern most point of 
compartment no 8 of LXX forest block . Then the boundary turns southwest direction and runs along the 
eastern boundaries of compartment 8 , 5 and 4 of LXX forest block until it reaches Honnavara - Sirsi division 
boundary. Then it moves along the Honnavara- Sirsi division boundary towards south until it reaches 
northernmost point of compartment no 1 of LXX forest block . Then the boundary runs along the Nilkunda 
Devimane road until it reaches the northernmost tip of compartment no 8 of LXIX forest block. Then it moves 
along the eastern boundaries of compartment no 8 and 7 of LXIX forest block till it reaches Siddapura-Kumta 
taluk boundary. Then the boundary runs towards the eastern direction along the northern boundaries of 
compartment nos 6 and 4 of LXIX forest block and 5 of LXVIII forest block . Then it moves along the outer 
boundary of compartment no 1 of LXIX forest block till it touches the Unchalli falls . Then the boundary 
follows the northern boundary of river valley and crosses river near Harigar village boundary. Further line 
follows the eastern boundary of compartment no 7 of forest block LXVIII and again follows the Aghanashini 
river valley towards west running along the southern boundaries of compartment nos 6 , 5 , 4 and 3 of forest 
block LXVIII until it reaches Dodmane -Kumta road. 


East: 


From the above point the line runs southwest along the Honnavara - Sirsi division boundary until it reaches 
compartment no 6 of LXVII forest block . Then the line runs along the northern and eastern boundary of 
compartment 6 of LXVII forest block and eastern boundary of compartment no 9 of LXVII forest block till it 
reaches compartment no 8 of LXVII forest block . Then it runs along the northern boundary of compartment 
nos 11 , 10, 7, 6 , 5 , 4, 3, 2 of LXVI forest block . Then the boundary turns south and reaches the Bengaluru 
Honnavara road near Kodkani village. Then boundary follows the sameroad till Hejini village and turns south 
and reaches northern bank of Sharavathi river and follows the river westwards until it reaches the trijunction 
point of Honnavara -Sirsi- Sagara divisions on the south bank of river Sharavathi where it touches the 
boundary of Jog state forest. Then the boundary runs along the northern boundary of Jog State Forest 
eastwards till it reaches Sharavathi power plant excluding it on the south bank of river Sharavathi. Then the 
boundary turns south and climbs the valley alongside the Penstock (water pipes ) of Sharavathi power plant 
till it reaches the southern boundary of Jog State Forest near village Vadanabail. Then the boundary follows 
the contour boundary of Jog State Forest westwards till it reaches the boundary of Attigodu State Forest. 
Then the boundary follows the Attigodu State Forest boundary till it reaches the backwater of Talakalale 
balancing reservoir and follows the reservoir bank boundary (full level) till it reaches Naklu . Then the 
boundary traverses along the Bidrur- Attigod road upto the junction of Bidrur- Attigod road with Talakalale 
approach road . Then the boundary traverses along the Talakalale approach road till it meets Kargal-Bhatkal 
road and then follows the Kargal-Bhatkal road till the junction of Linganam akki dam road and kargal-Bhatkal 
road . Then the boundary follows the Linganamakki dam road till it meets the dam structure. Then the 
boundary follows Linganam akki dam structure and reaches Linganamakki backwater at the eastern end of 
dam structure. Then the boundary follows the reservoir bank (Full water) up to Chikkam atturu . Then the 
boundary cuts across Chikkamatturu land area and backwater in the south eastern direction and reaches the 
Sagara -Holebagilu road near Ambaragodlu . 


South : 


In the south , the boundary runs along the Sagara -Holebagilu road westward and turns south and touches 
the reservoir western bank and follows the same westwards till it cuts across the reservoir and meets the 
| near Neggare . Then the line traverses along the reservoir bank till it touches the road near Kalasavalli. Then 
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the boundary runs along the Kalasavalli - Tumari road till Valagere junction . Then the boundary turns north 
west along Valagere -Halke road and traverses along the same road via Adkoli, Halasinakeri upto Halke 
backwaters near Guddemane where the line meets the Govardhanagiri State Forest boundary. Then the 
boundary follows the boundary of Govardhanagiri State Forest till it meets the junction of Govardhanagiri 
State Forest and Channagonda State Forest. Then the line follows the boundary of Channagonda State 
Forest till it meets Govardhanagiri State Forest boundary near Channagonda village . From there the 
boundary follows Govardhanagiri State Forest boundary till it reaches Karni State Forest boundary . Then the 
line turns southwards and follows the eastern boundary of Karni State Forest which passes through 
Kattinkaru and Karni villages and then reaches the point where Karni State Forest boundary meets Survey 
no 82 of Kodanavalli village . Then the line follows the northern boundaries of Survey nos 82 ,81, 16 & 39 of 
Kodanavalli and eastern boundaries of Survey nos 125 and 117 of Marati village where it reaches the 
western boundary of Kudaruru State Forest. Then the line turns southwards and follows the western 
boundary of Kudaruru State Forest till it reaches the Shivamogga -Udupi district boundary at Kote bare at 
Mean Sea Level of 800 meters. Then the boundary turns west and traverses along Shivamogga -Udupi 
district boundary passes through Golaguduhuttida bare at Mean Sea Level of 823 meters and Toskar bare at 
Mean Sea Level of 1013 meters till it reaches Karni State Forest boundary and follows the same till it 
reaches the Madla bare peak . Then the boundary turns north along with the boundary of Karni State Forest 
and follows the same till it reaches the trijunction point of Kundapura -Sagara - Bhatkal taluks where it touches 
the boundary of IHF CLVI forest block of Bhatkal taluk . 


West : In the west, the line follows the boundary of IHF CLVI forest block westward and northward till it meets 

Govardhanagiri State Forest boundary. Then the boundary runs along the boundary of Govardhanagiri State 
Forest bisecting Kargal-Bhatkal road till it meets the IHF CLV forest block boundary . Then the line runs all 
along the boundary of IHF CLV forest block till it reaches the boundary of IHF CLIII. Then the boundary turns 
west and follows all along the boundary of forest block IHF CLIII including IHF CLII block . Then the boundary 
runs along the north -western boundary of IHF CLIII forest block passing through Ashikeri, Khandodi and 
Shirkur villages till it meets the boundary of forest block ICF CLXXIX . Further the boundary runs along the 
north -western boundary of forest block ICF CLXXIX till it meets the boundary of ICF CLXXVII forest block 
near Gerusoppa. Then it runs along the boundary of forest block ICF CLXXVII till it meets the ICF CLXXVI 
forest block boundary on the northern bank of Sharavathi river near Gerusoppa. Then the boundary runs 
along the western boundary of block ICF CLXXVI where itmeets the block boundary of ICF CLXXV - A . Then 
the line follows block boundary of ICF CLXXV- A passes through Hosani village and reaches southern 
boundary of ICF CLXXIV -B near Yelkodige . Then the boundary runs along the western boundary of forest 
block ICF CLXXIV - B and then follows 200 meters contour line upto Gundabal village . Then the boundary 
runs in northward direction along the western boundary of forest block ICF CLXXIV - A and passes through 
forest block ICF CLXXIII- A along 100 meters contour line until it reaches ICF CLXXIII -B forest block at 
Tulsani in Salkod village . From that point it follows 200 meters contour line along Tulsani in Salkod village . 
Then it joins forest block boundary of ICF CLXXIII -B near Medankeri(Salkod village ). The boundary runs 
along the forest block boundary of ICF CLXXIII-B towards west upto Kanakki (Salkod village). The boundary 
runs towards west all along the contour line at the height of 200 meters, until it crosses the road to 
Karikanammana temple from Areangadi. Then it follows the boundary of Karikanamma Devarakadu until it 
joins the forest block boundary of ICF CLXXIII -B towards north side. In the northern side it follows the 
compartment boundary of forest block ICF CLXXIII-B up to IHF CXLVIII forest block passing through 
Kaltigudda at Mean Sea Level of 676 meters along Kumta -Honnavara range boundary near trijunction point 
of Honagere -Hosgod - Ullurmath villages . Then it follows northern side of the IHF CXLVI forest block 
boundary towards northern side until it reaches the quadra junction point of Ullurmath - Hindibail-Basolli 
Medini villages on the eastern side of Tudguni gudda. Then the boundary runs northward direction along 100 
meters contour line in SHF XXVII block and reaches Aghanashini river. Then it follows Aghanashini river 
along the stream up to the point where Bennehole joins Aghanashini river. Then the boundary runs along the 
Morse village towards southern and eastern side along the village. Then it follows western boundary of 
compartment no 6 of IHF CXLVI- A forest block until the boundary reaches the Sirsi-Honnavara division 
boundary at the trijunction point of Sirsi-Kumta- Siddapur taluks which is the starting point.

Whereas the Government of Karnataka in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 26 - A ( 1)(b ) of the Wildlife (Protection ) 
Act, 1972 [Amendment in 2006 ] [39 of 2006 ] [Central Act 53 of 1972 ] has declared the Cowdally Reserve Forest, Chilandwadi Reserve 
Forest, Chikyalur, Malaim ahadeshwarabetta, Basavanabetta , Dhanguru , Mambetta, Mugguru , Chavarakallu and Chunchi East 
Reserve Forest areas to an extent of 1, 02 ,753. 50 Ha. as " Cauvery Wildlife Sanctuary ” vide the Government of Karnataka Notification 
No: FEE 302 FWL 2011 -(IV ) dated: 27 . 12 . 2011. Now , the Government of Karnataka has declared the Schedule -Il Reserve Forest 
areas to an extent of 5 , 339.08 Ha which are adjoining to the existing “ Cauvery Wildlife Sanctuary" , the situation , limits and extent of 
forest areas which are comprising ofGovernment of Karnataka notified reserved forests by reasons of its ecological, faunal, floral and 
geomorphological importance and for the purpose of protecting, propagating and developing wildlife therein or its environment as 
“ Cauvery Extension Wildlife Sanctuary ” . 

And whereas the Government of Karnataka considers it necessary to declare the area as a “ Cauvery Extension Wildlife 
Sanctuary ” in view of the following aspects: 

During the 11th meeting of the State Board for Wildlife held on 09.01. 2019 under the Chairmanship of Hon ble Chief Minister, 
Government of Karnataka, it was resolved to declare the adjoining Reserved Forest areas to the existing Cauvery Wildlife 
Sanctuary as “ Cauvery Extension Wildlife Sanctuary ” . 
The Reserve Forest areas included in the Cauvery Extension Wildlife Sanctuary have similar and unique ecosystem of wildlife 
and its habitat is beautiful mosaic of scrub , grasslands, deciduous and rocky patches are the habitat for endangered wildlife 
species . 
The reserved forests shown in Schedule -Il are the areas where the natural environment can easily be affected or harmed by 
the biotic pressure and therefore needs special protection . Because of the unique features these forests deserve to be 
defined as " Ecologically Sensitive Area ” . The list of flora and fauna of the area suggests that the forests are ecologically 
Rich’, Valuable , Unique’ and irreplaceable if destroyed . 
Further , by virtue of biological richness, the areas are potentially of high value to human societies, help in maintaining the 
ecological stability and are significant in conserving biological diversity. 
Due to biotic & climatic interventions, there is a threat of degradation of natural forests and wildlife. Hence , there is a need to 
conserve this precious & irreplaceable unique landscape . 
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6 . In order to reduce the man - animal conflict in these areas, conflict happen due to interaction of population with Elephant, 

Sloth Bears and Leopards most of the species have been given highest protection under schedule -1 of the Wildlife 
(Protection ) Act, 1972 and these species are facing increasing threats from various corners. 
These forests provide better habitat for the wild animals including Tiger, Elephant, Leopards, Indian Gaur, Sloth Bears, 
Wild Boars , Porcupines, Jackal, Foxes, Indian Wolf,Hare, Dholes , Barking Deer , Rusty -spotted Cat etc ., hence, extending the 
Sanctuary is essential. 
The reserved forests proposed for notification are adjoining to the existing Cauvery Wildlife Sanctuary and form corridor for 
the movement of wild animals. Thus, to make it a viable habitat, the adjoining areas need to be declared as sanctuary and 
managed 
There are a number of reptiles and numerous species of birds found in these forests. This area is having numerous seasonal 
naalas which drain into the River Cauvery and River Arkavathy hence acting as important catchment for the two rivers . 

And whereas all the rights in respect of the Notified Reserve Forests to be constituted as “ Cauvery Extension Wildlife 
Sanctuary ” , are already vested with the State Government. The Cauvery Extension Wildlife Sanctuary shall not include any of the 
revenue villages , patta lands and revenue lands on the date of publication of this notification .
